Woman chased by burglars as she snaps them leaving scene 


An amateur sleuth was 
chased by burglars after she 
photographed them break¬ 
ing into a neighbour’s home. 

The woman heard noises 
coming from the house in 
Bodley Road, New Malden, 
and saw the door had been 
broken open. 

In a move described as 
“chilling” by the judge in 
the sentencing of the three 
men, they drove after her 
car after realising they had 
been snapped emerging 
from a shed.

Ballingall, 29, were jailed 
today at Kingston Crown 
Court for stealing £50,000 
worth of jewellery, cash and 
other goods on May 23. 

Prosecutor Paul Andrews 
told the court the woman 
called the police, then sat in 
her car and took photos of 
the men as they emerged 
from a shed and walked to¬ 
wards a silver Ford Focus 
parked in the road. 

Suspecting she had been 
spotted, she began to drive 


away - and was followed by 
the burglars. 

Mr Andrews said: “She 
was followed by this car. 
They clearly noticed what 
she was doing.” 

But the burglars fled when 
police arrived and started to 
chase them. 

They ditched their car and 
fled on foot in separate 
directions. 

Ballingall was arrested in 
Burlington Road, Jackson 
was caught in Queen’s Road 
and O’Brien in Oakfield 
Close. 

Sentencing the gang, 


Judge Mitchell said: “I’m 
quite satisfied this was a 
team effort. You came over 
to this area to burgle. 

“I am satisfied you were a 
team and that is an aggra¬ 
vating factor in these 
offences. 

“I think you are hardened 
professionals in the busi¬ 
ness of burglary.” 

Judge Fergus Mitchell 
said: “I am satisfied you 
knew quite well what was 
happening and I believe you 
did follow the car. 

“That isn’t going to in¬ 
crease the sentence but it is 


quite chilling really.” 

Jackson, from Hayes, was 
sentenced to 23 months in 
prison. 

Ballingall, also from 
Hayes, was jailed for 28 
months, while O’Brien was 
sentenced to 30 months, in¬ 
cluding two months for 
breaching a community 
order for a previous offence. 

All three have previous 
convictions for burglary or 
attempted burglary. 

An estimated £24,685 
worth of jewellery stolen in 
the raid has never been 
recovered.

Police made an unexpected visit 
to Kingston’s iconic Raven’s Ait 
island foran unannounced licens¬ 
ing inspection - during a dry 
Muslim wedding. 

Officers from the Metropolitan 
Police’s marine unit travelled all 
the way from Wapping to pick up 
officers from Kingston licensing 
team for the surprise trip, after 
receiving an application to review 
the island’s licence. 

But officers found little except a 
Muslim wedding in full swing, 
and left shortly afterwards. 

Ossie Stewart, who sold Raven’s 
Ait to Middle East businessman 
Marshall Gasper in a seven-figure 
deal last month, but still works 
for the island as a consultant, 
said: “It was an unannounced li¬ 
censing inspection. 

“That was how it was explained 
to me. 

“The stupid thing is, they used 
the police boat, and four police 
officers spent the whole day down 
in Surbiton from Wapping. 

“If they wanted to come on to 
the island they just needed to ask 
and we would bring them

spent that much police time on it I 
don’t know. 

“They looked a bit silly.” 

A police spokesman said: “On 
Friday, October 18, at approxi¬ 
mately 3.20pm Kingston police li¬ 
censing team carried out a 
licensing visit at Raven’s Ait. The 
visit was a result of the police 
being served a copy of an applica¬ 
tion to review the licence. There 
were no offences and no arrests. 

“Marine support unit was re¬ 
quested to transport officers on to 
the island.” 

Raven’s Ait is the subject of a 
review following a complaint by 
neighbour Philip Doyle, of 
Portsmouth Road. 

Mr Doyle, a prospective Conser¬ 
vative candidate for Grove ward 
in next year’s local elections, 
claimed a rising level of noise 
emitting from the island was be¬ 
coming a nuisance. 

In his submission to 
Kingston 


Council, Mr Doyle, said: “In re¬ 
cent months the volume of noise 
escaping from the island when a 
function is taking place has 
become very noticeable, and is so 
loud as to be clearly audible in my 
home. 

“I know from contact with 
neighbours they experience simi¬ 
lar noise nuisance from Raven’s 
Ait.” 

Mr Stewart’s company Stewart 
Marine Raven’s Ait was sold to 
Marshal Gaspar, a United Arab 
Emirates-based businessman, in 
a seven-figure deal earlier this 
year after a “very generous 
offer”. 

Mr Gaspar wants to build a 
small hotel on the island, Mr 
Stewart has said. 

The police marine unit last raid¬ 
ed the island in an early morning 
swoop in May 2009 to evict squat¬ 
ters who had sailed on to the is¬ 
land andrefused to leave.

But Mrs Sanderson, who 
has two other children, said: 
“They’re just following proce¬ 
dure. They have to do that by 
law. 

“They’re a business. And 
they want to stay open.” 

Mrs Sanderson attended the 
murder trial in July that 
ended with Levan Greenfield 
and Brandon Francis both 
being given life sentences for 
killing her son. 

She and her daughter saw 
dozens of CCTV images show¬ 
ing the moments immediately 
before and after the attack. 

She said this week: “When 
you look at the CCTV, that’s a 
very dangerous corridor, and 
there was no security any¬ 
where. I find that disgusting.” 

Mrs Sanderson has never 
visited Oceana, but said she 
would like to go to the venue 
one day. 

She said: “I’ve seen all the 
police pictures. I know what it 
looks like, but I haven’t gone 
back yet. I would probably go 
back in time. I would like to go 
there and face them, but ev¬ 
erything takes time.” 

Asked how the family had 
coped in the year since the 
tragedy, she said: “We’re 
doing the best we can. It’s 
been a very difficult 12 
months.”

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Millionaire’s 'body found under bed’ 


One of the men accused of murdering a 
millionaire oil executive and amateur call 
girl has claimed he found her decompos¬ 
ing body under her bed. 

Carole Waugh, 49, disappeared in April 
last year and her body was found in the 
boot of a VW Golf at a lock-up garage in 
Lime Court, New Malden, on August 2, 
2012. 

Rakesh Bhayani, 41, and Nicholas Kut- 
ner, 48, deny killing Miss Waugh in order 
to gamble away her life savings and are 
currently standing trial at the Old Bailey. 

So far the court has heard how Miss 
Waugh was a wealthy but lonely amateur 
escort, who advertised herself on adult 


dating websites as “posh totty fun”. 

She lived alone in a £600,000 flat in 
Marylebone. 

Prosecutors claim she was targeted by 
the defendants, both described as profes¬ 
sional con men, who planned to kill her, 
steal her identity and drain her bank ac¬ 
counts. 

This week, the court heard Mr Bhayani, 
from Wembley, told police he had used 
Miss Waugh as a call girl. He claimed he 
found her dead body under her bed. 

Both Mr Bhayani and Mr Kutner have 
admitted conspiracy to defraud but deny 
murder. 

The trial continues.

A narrowboat owner has de¬ 
scribed rescuing a reveller from 
drowning after he fell from 
Kingston Bridge into the Thames. 

The man, said to be in his early 
20s, screamed “Help me!” before 
he was pulled from the river at 
about 1.30am on Sunday, October 
27. 

His rescuer said he either 
jumped to escape a fight with club¬ 
bers dressed in Halloween face 
paint or was thrown. 

Paul Peck, 44, who moors his 
boat outside Bar Essence, said: 
“There was a bit of an altercation 
outside Bar Essence. I heard 
screams of ‘Help me!’. 

“There was a man floating in the 
middle of the river.” 

Mr Peck said the young man was 
waving his arms in and out as if he

was drowning. 

He said: “I paddled out to rescue 
him and pulled him on to the boat. 

“He had blood coming out of his 
mouth. He was two or three min¬ 
utes from drowning. 

“He would have definitely been a 
goner if I hadn’t helped.” 

The young man’s name was 
Daniel or Dan, Mr Peck said. 

He said: “When I pulled him out 
he told me ‘I don’t know what hap¬ 
pened. I got whacked and the next 
thing I got thrown off the bridge’. 

“He had obviously been drink¬ 
ing. The story I heard was he was 
being pursued and decided to 
chuck himself off the bridge to get 
away from them. A few of the guys 


had Halloween painted faces. 

“I’m a bit concerned about the 
safety of these guys. They are 
young men but they are also some¬ 
one’s children.” 

A spokesman for London Ambu¬ 
lance said: “We were called just be¬ 
fore 1.30am on October 27 to 
reports of someone in the river.” 

They sent a medic in a car, an 
ambulance and a hazardous area 
response team and took a man in 
his 20s to hospital. 

A Kingston police spokesman 
said: “We were called to Kingston 
Bridge at 1.35am on October 27 to 
reports that a man was in the river. 
Police are currently investigating 
the circumstances.”

“Selfies”, pictures of cats, and 
heavily-filtered photos of 
breakfast might make up the 
bulk of photos taken these 
days, but for one man photog¬ 
raphy remains a passion.

He said: “It’s just totally 
impractical. 

“I have made the transition 
to digital. For many years I was 
able to do my own printing. 

“All you need is a computer 
you can sit at with a cup of cof¬ 
fee and you haven’t got to have 


a darkroom space, and all the 
problems that come with it. 

“I like street photography 
mainly, but also shapes and 
structures. 

“Unusual shapes, so if there 
was an arch I would pick a part 
of it. 

“I go out whenever I can. It is 
mainly a solitary activity. I 
suppose it gives you the free¬ 
dom to do what you want and 
go where you want. 

“You can stand in front of 


something for half an hour 
and you don’t need to worry 
that other people might want 
to move on.” 

And has he passed down his 
hobby to his family? “Funnily 
enough, no - try as I might. I’m 
the one and only. 

“It’s hard to put into words, 
really. I’m just looking for pic¬ 
tures all the time. I’ve got this 
enthusiasm for taking pic¬ 
tures. I’m still as keen as I ever 
was.”

Social enterprise running 
child services can’t be sold 


I am bemused by the allega¬ 
tions made by Liberal 
Democrats that Richmond 
Conservatives want to sell 
off the social enterprise 
that jointly runs children’s 
services in Kingston and 
Richmond. 

The whole point of a social 
enterprise is that there is an 
“asset lock” built into the 
legal format that prevents 
the social enterprise being 
sold to a private company, or 
privatised. 

In a social enterprise 
profits are used for the good of 
the community. In a private 
company the profits accrue to 


the shareholders. It is not 
legally possible to switch from 
a social enterprise to a private 
company. 

This Liberal Democrat fra¬ 
cas is, therefore, a totally 
meaningless waste of space. 

A debate about whether 
children’s services should be 
removed from local democra¬ 
cy and the accountability of 
the ballot box, by creating an 
arm’s length social enterprise 
format, is an entirely appro¬ 
priate discussion. 

The Kingston Lib Dems 
have not, however, opened up 
any opportunities for Kings¬ 
ton council taxpayers to have 


this debate. So much for 
communication. 

I can see three possible rea¬ 
sons for the Kingston Liberal 
Democrats creating this spu¬ 
rious spat: 

1. They simply do not under¬ 
stand what a social enterprise 
is despite their involvement 
in creating Achieving for 
Children to run children’s 
services. 

2. They want a war of words 
with Richmond Council to dis¬ 
tract the Kingston electorate 
from their waste and incom¬ 
petence in running Kingston 
Council. 

3. Mindful of the May 2015 


borough elections, they want 
to create a bogus problem so 
they can claim they have con¬ 
ducted a “long and hard- 
fought campaign” to prevent 
happening what was never 
going to come about anyway. 
How many times do we see the 
Lib Dems using that tactic? 

I leave it to the Liberal 
Democrats to explain them¬ 
selves, but I suspect we will 
hear nothing from them but 
the usual deafening silence.

Davey’s rewriting of 
history is Orwellian 


MP Edward Davey’s volte- 
face on nuclear power has 
been spectacular. 

In 2006, he co-wrote a 
pamphlet on the topic, 
condemning energy subsi¬ 
dies through such things 
as “super-long contracts at 
guaranteed prices”. 

In 2010, he stood on 
his Liberal Democrat 
Party’s manifesto, which 
promised to “reject a new 
generation of nuclear 
power stations; based on 
the evidence nuclear is a 
far more expensive way of 
reducing carbon emis¬ 
sions than promoting en¬ 
ergy conservation and 
renewable energy.” 

In 2012, Mr Davey reaf¬ 
firmed, “There will be no 
public subsidy of nuclear 
generation.” 

Last week, he agreed to 
underwrite the new Hink- 
ley Point reactors by guar¬ 
anteeing the French 
company EDF about twice 
the current market price 
for electricity for 35 years 
after production starts in 
2023 - exactly what he had 
previously condemned. 

No one would particular¬ 
ly criticise Mr Davey for 
changing his mind over 


the course of the past two 
years. However, his ac¬ 
tions last week (We don’t 
want nuclear - says Davey 
in 2006, October 31) 
call his judgement into 
question. 

Guardian journalist 
Damian Carrington point¬ 
ed out one of Mr Davey’s 
press releases from 2006. 
This condemned “unsafe 
and uneconomic nuclear 
power”. 

Within an hour, this web 
page had been deleted 
from Mr Davey’s personal 
website. However, copies 
of the deleted page were 
soon found and broadcast 
over the internet. 

In George Orwell’s 
novel 1984, the Ministry 
of Truth continually 
rewrites history so that 
the historical record al¬ 
ways supports the current 
party line. 

Inconvenient facts from 
the past are consigned to 
the “memory hole”. 

Mr Davey’s attempt to 
emulate the Ministry of 
Truth would be sinister 
were it not so ham-fisted.

Ckmpdown on INSURANCE FRAUD 


Next summer, most car 
insurers, will ask customers 
for their Driving Licence 
Number (DLN) in a move to 
cut application fraud. 

This is part of a national 
initiative being developed by 
the Driver and Vehicle 
Licensing Agency (DVLA), the 
Department for Transport, 
and the insurance industry. 

The DLN, a unique 16- 
character sequence displayed 
on a driving licence, will be 
used to get information from 
the DVLA on the type of 
licence a customer holds, how 
long they have held it, and 
whether they have any driving 
convictions. 

Simon Douglas, director of 
AA Insurance, points out that 
the data will remove the 
opportunity for customers to 
declare wrong information 
about their driving history. 

"Insurance fraud, including 
fraud by being economical 


with the truth, is a serious 
issue for the insurance 
industry and is stealing from 
honest policyholders," he said. 

"Mis-declaring information 
adds around £15 to the cost of 
every car insurance policy," 
said Mr Douglas. "If this 
initiative streamlines the car 
insurance application process 
and improves policy accuracy, 
then it could reduce insurance 
industry costs as well as help 
keep premiums in check." 

According to the Association 
of British Insurers, a startling 
one-in-five policyholders 
under-declares the number of 
motoring convictions they 
have - some in error, others 
deliberately in order to pay a 
lower premium. 

In an AA/Populus survey, an 
overwhelming 92 per cent of 
respondents supported the 
move 'if it cuts down fraud', 
with 72 per cent strongly 
agreeing. 



Similarly, most 
respondents (89 
per cent 

supporting; 69 
per cent strongly 
agreeing) said 
they have 'no 
problem with 
providing my 
driving licence 
number' to 
enable their 
insurer to obtain ^ 
such information. 

"This shows 
that drivers are 
fed up with a 
fraudulent minority trying to 
get cheaper insurance by 
telling lies at their expense," 
said Mr Douglas. "As well as 
saving honest customers an 
average of £15 on the cost of 
their car insurance, this 
initiative will also mean that 
insurers will need to ask 
customers fewer questions 
when they apply for cover. 
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"This will speed up the 
purchasing process so 
customers will also be able 
to access motor insurance 
much more quickly." 

The new system will 
apply to the whole motor 
insurance industry 
including insurers, brokers 
and price comparison 
sites.
